President Kennedy himself the father of the 
atomic submarine was informed almost a year 
ago that he would be kept on for another two 
years. 


The mutual suspicion and disdain between 
Admiral Rickover and some of his superiors is 
long-standing and by no means secret. 
Without 
Congressional pressure he would have had to 
retire when passed over for promotion in 1953 
and 1958 
He received the Distinguished Ser­ 
vice Medal last January, but despite the new 
Nautilus based Navy strategy, there is no indica­ 
tion that the sendee has taken Rickover to its 
bosom. 
Nor is there any sign that the admiral 
him self has mellowed. 
Witness these remarks 
at a dinner of the American Nobel Committee a 
little over a year ago: 
“Today a nation’s strength depends more on 
the scientific and technical competence of those 
who conceive, design, and build military equip­ 
ment and who devise new strategies for their 
optimum use than on the men who operate these 
new weapons. 
Technical experts ought not, in 
their professional fields, be subjugated to offi­ 
cers unless they are technically competent. 
Our 
present system, appropriate when weapons were 
uncomplicated and change was slow, is unsuit­ 
able to an age of rapidly spiralling technological 
progress. 
Progress now depends on men of 
superior intellect.” 
Eminently sensible, it would seem, but hard­ 
ly calculated to butter up the Old Salts in the 
Pentagon.

It Comes Closer 


One speaks of war lightly these days. There Is no 
war; yet there is a war. In fact, there are many wars, 
happening all over the Earth, in many forms — the 
war in the Congo over Katanga, the war in Algeria 
which knows no end. the prospective war between the 
Netherlands and Indonesia, all the trouble in Vietnam, 
the revolution m Laos, the movement of Red China into 
India, the movement of Castro over Latin America, 
the stalemated war between Israel and Egypt, and the 
uprising of Arab peoples against Nasser. 
It is an endless war. and I have left out much that 
happened last week or last month, India moving into 
Goa, for example. Or the prospective battles between 
Red China and Soviet Russia. 
These wars, if added up. represent a long chapter 
to the wars and revolutions which started in about 
1912 and have been continuous for half a century. Each 
generation speaks of those it witnesses and seems to 
forget the prolonged tale of carnage the end of which 
is not yet in sight. 


That spying episode in southern Italy brought 
the war closer to home. The American contingents 
stationed at Taranto, a place unknown to most 
Americans, were engaged in quiet activities, hardly 
known to the outside world or even to the Italians. 
They lived quietly and labored noiselessly. 
Now 
they are known to ail the world because a Bulgarian 
MIG crashed among them. 
The MIG was spying 
on the Americans working with Italians under the 
authority of NATO. 


This brings the war close to home and causes 
Americans to realize that there is a war, that their 
sons are engaged in war. that warlike enterprises are 
close at hand and that there is no use attempting to 
dodge the issue 
There undoubtedly were American 
parents last Saturday and Sunday who sat listening to 
the radio and television and watching the newspapers 
to hear the names of a son or a daughter, or, for that 
matter, a grandchild who might have been killed in 
the Bulgarian incident. This is a normal consequence 
of war and tragic as it is. it must be expected. 
One does not think that. if anything, it must only 
be a Bulgarian who can be maimed and killed. 
One 
>nly knows that what we thought was all ended in 1945 
j right here now and that there is no end to this 
business of war, no end at all. 
This. in effect, is the heritage of Stalin, the per­ 
manent war. 
He left a world at war and he aimed 
to keep it at war and no m atter what we do in these 
years the stench of war remains with us and there is 
no end in sight. 
Those who are so sure that a way 
jut will be found miss the point that we are right 
there now. 
'Hie war is upon us now and it is play­ 
thing to believe that we can squirm out of it without 
lam age. 


Khrushchev recognizes the terror of the time 
and is desperately fighting to save time so that 
war may be averted. 
For war can destroy the 
Soviet re v e rsa l State as it might destroy the 
United States. It is no longer a question which will 
be destroyed but which will survive. 
On that 
subject, nobody can give any assurance. 
There­ 
fore, while Mao Tze-tung, who has nothing to pay 
but Chinese lives, is more willing to fight than 
Khrushchev, the latter must face the fact that war 
is not beneficial to Russia, can only do Russia 
harm, that Stalin may have been right in his day, 
hut that day is not now and that the price of war 
Is too high for Khrushchev. 


This then is where we stand at the moment of the 
Third World War when we are confronted by small 
nations that are leading the big ones and calling the 
turns. 
So Bulgaria is doing the spying for the Soviet 
Universal State, but was this done by Russian orders 
or by Bulgaria? 
And is Bulgaria fully part of the 
Soviet Universal State or is it moving toward the 
national Communism of Tito or the Leninism of Mao 
Tze-tung? 
The picture is not clear. 
The real experts are 
puzzled. 
Governments are puzzled. 
Only those are 
sure, who have no immediate responsibilities.

Economic Report Gives Unions Green Light 


W ASHINGTON - The last thing 
the Kennedy Administration would 
really wish to do is to encour­ 
age inflation and a drop in the 
purchasing power of the dollar. 
The Administration nevertheless 
is. in effect, telling labor unions 
that they can demand the bene­ 
fits of the savings made by m a­ 
chinery not only in their own in­ 
dustry but in other industries as 
well. 
To note this surprising trend 
takes a careful reading of the 
“ fine print” in the report of the 
President s Council of Economic 
Advisers, to which Mr. Kennedy 
gave his blessing when he com­ 
mended it in a message to Con­ 
gress this week. Basically, there 
is in it the mistaken belief that 
the economy can be managed by 
an application of doctrines and 
theories at variance with actual 
experience. Discussing collective 
bargaining 
and 
the 
setting of 
prices, the report says: 
“The guideposts suggested here 
as aids to public understanding 
are not concerned primarily with 
the relation of employers and em ­ 
ployes to each other, but ’rather 
with their joint relation to the rest 
of the economy. . . . 
“ Productivity is a guide rather 
than a rule for appraising wage 
and price behavior for several 
reasons.” 
Unfortunately, 
the 
difference 
between a “guide” and a “ rule” 
vanishes when 
dogmatic 
state­ 
ments about wage and price be­ 
havior are given the implied, if 
not 
explicit, 
approval 
oi 
tile 
White House. For. disregarding 
almost 
immediately 
their 
own 
broad approach, the economic ad­ 
visers go on to state some rather 
definite principles as follows- 
“ It is desirable that labor and 
management should bargain ex­ 
plicitly about the distribution of 
the income of particular firms 
or industries. It is, however, un­ 
desirable that they should bar­ 
gain implicitly about the general 
price level. 
“Excessive 
wage 
settlements 
which are paid (or through price 
increases in major industries put

direct pressure on the general 
price level and produce spillover 
and imitative effects throughout 
the economy. 
Such settlements 
may fail to redistribute income 
within 
the 
industry 
involved; 
rather they redistribute income 
between that industry and other 
segments of the economy through 
the mechanism of inflation.” 
This appears to be a statement 
of what does happen as a conse­ 
quence of labor demands, but the 
President’s Council of Economic 
Advisers on the very next page 
of their report negate most of 
what they have advised. They in­ 
troduce a contradictory definition 
which the labor unions will find 
stimulating. It is right down their 
alley, and reads as follows: 
“The general guide for non- 
Jnflationary wage behavior is that 
the 
rate of 
increase in wage 
rates — including fringe bene­ 
fits — in each industry be equal 
to the trend rate of over-all pro­ 
ductivity increase. 
General 
ac­ 


ceptance 
of 
this 
guide 
would 
maintain stability of labor cost 
per unit of output for the econ­ 
omy as a whole—though not of 
course for individual industries.” 
The New 
York 
“ Herald Tri­ 
bune” in an editorial exposes the 
economic fallacy of this “general 
guide’’ as follows: 
“ If the average annual gain in 
p r o d u c t i v i t y per man hour 
throughout the economy were to 
be taken as 3 per cent, then a 3 
per cent annual hike in wages 
for each industry would be in or­ 
der. For 
some 
industries 
this 
would represent a rise greater 
than productivity, for others less, 
but on balance the average of 
unit labor costs would remain 
constant. What the council leaves 
out of its equations is the motive 
force behind the advances in pro­ 
ductivity. These advances don t 
just happen by themselves. They 
have to be made to happen. And 
they are not made to happen by 
the hourly 
wage 
earners, who

STREET LIGHTS—Most cities 
in the United States have their 
difficulties 
in 
making 
building 
and street improvements, but the 
nation’s capital has a hurdle that 
other cities seem to get along 
without. Washington ha

mission which works to make the 
capital a more beautiful place 
to live in 
Ifs the kind of work that must

When delivery’ is made one of 
each model wiH be installed on 
the street for study and only then 
will the commission make a final 
decision as to which to select. 


more likely will have fought them 
tooth and nail as threats to job 
security. They depend on the vi­ 
sion. skills and daring of techni­ 
cians and enterpreneurs. backed 
by the willingness of investors to 
gamble the needed capital. 
“ What mobilizes these forces is 
the hope of cutting unit labor 
costs, and thus either increasing 
profits directly or making the 
product more competitive by low­ 
ering its price . . . . 
“ It’s not the man who is becom­ 
ing more productive but the ma­ 
chine on which he works ” 
Yet the President’s Council of 
Economic A d v i s e r s evidently 
thinks that to give to labor vir­ 
tually all the savings of the added 
productivity need not be “ infla­ 
tionary” nor “disruptive of over­ 
all price stability.” But is man­ 
agement expected to receive noth­ 
ing additional in return for the 
money it has invested for labor- 
saving equipment? Evidently, it 
is to be discouraged from raising 
its prices to get an added income. 
Thus, the report reaches this con­ 
clusion: 
“ But when a disagreement be­ 
tween management and labor is 
resolved by passing the bill to the 
rest of the economy, the bill is 
paid in depreciated currency to 
the ultimate advantage of no one ” 
The net of it is that in cases 
where labor gets in wages more 
than the benefits of the increased 
productivity — as it so often de­ 
mands and brings on a strike 
to achieve — it would appear to 
be all right to increase prices. 
But management, due to conipe'i- 
tive conditions, often finds itself 
unable to raise prices. So pre­ 
sumably it should not pass on to 
the public the added labor cost 
and must instead face a reduction 
in profits and cut or omit divi­ 
dends. That’s hardly the way to 
run a successful business. As for 
unions, it s a green light for in­ 
creased wage demands. It will 
hardly discourage big strikes and 
especially the threatened strike 
in the steel industry this summer.

had his North American asso­ 
ciates groggy with fatigue.

Ford Sr. 
and the

Mahatma Gandhi—two gentlemen 
with opposite outlooks on most 
things in life. 
Some years ago when I was in 
India. Gandhi was preaching the 
idea that Indian farms must op­ 
erate their own .spinning wheels— 
chiefly for the purpose of boycot­ 
ting British textiles. This was 
where the white robe of the Indian 
independence 
movement 
origi 
noted. 
Back in Detroit, I went to see 
Henry Ford who preached the 
idea of small industry in farming 
areas — for an entirely different 


reason. Ford urged that the big 
cities were top-heavy, inefficient, 
too big. He moved some of Ford’s 
small parts out along the River 
Rouge 
where 
near-by 
fanners 
could come in and work during 
the daytime, take care of their 
farms on the side 
The Ford management in later 
years told me the plan didn’t 
work out as well as expected. 
But in Iowa, the energetic Fair­ 
field Chamber of Commerce has 
succeeded in moving several im­ 
portant industries to its area — 
American 
Chain and Cable, 
a 
branch of Philco which manu­ 
factures 
laundry 
equipment; 
Rockwell-Standard, which makes 
universal joints for farm machin­ 
ery; The Harper Brush Company, 
which makes industrial brooms; 
The Fairfield Company plus sev­ 
eral others. 
It has done this by forming the 
Fairfield Industrial Development 
Corporation to offer tax conces­ 
sions and, in some cases, new 
buildings; also by intensive sales­ 
manship. Result: a small indus­ 
trial center 
in 
the 
middle of 
Iowa’s corn fields. 
Note — Able Secretary Hodges, 
when Governor of North Carolina, 
did the same thing by enticing 
Pennsylvania and New England 
industry to move south. Now that 
be s in charge of the depressed 
areas administration he has to 
build up the areas he helped 
denude. 
Behind The Scene* 
Getting a job as an electrical 
worker in New York’s Interna­ 
tional Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers is harder than getting a 
seat on the stock exchange or 
getting your son into West Point. 
The New York IBEW local now 
has a five-hour day at $5 an hour 
and 
$750 overtime 
It 
doesnt 
want any more m e m b ers.............. 
It was Joe Keenan, top official 
in the IBFW’s national offices, 
who buttonholed Democratic dele^ 
gates at Los Angeles to nominate 
Kennedy.

Racism & Geography

LONDON 
Racism is one of the facts of 
life which, like sex in the nine­ 
teenth century’, is considered an 
indecent urge for the upper class­ 
es but perfectly all right for the 
lower ones. Translated into mod­ 
em terms, that means it’s utterly 
shocking for the Cosmos Club to 
exclude Carl Rowan because of 
the color of his skin but perfectly 
all right for the blacks to throw 
all the whites out of Africa for the 
color of theirs. 
Britain has managed to liqui­ 
date its empire without an Algeria 
yet. 'Everyone adds that “yet." 
The federation of Northern and 
Southern Rhodesia and Nyasaland 
may yet become a battleground.) 
Britain'* Congo — if it s to have 
a Congo — is British East Africa. 
Tanganyiko 
is 
independent 
al­ 
ready. Uganda follows in October 
and Kenya, the most populous, a 
short time later. Kenya contains 
thousands 
of 
whites, 
including 
many who were bom there and 
know no other home 
Almost to 
a man. the British civil servants, 
whom Kenya desperately needs, 
want to get out — one more of 
the great exoduses of our times — 
and the reasons the whites want 
to leave so pleasant a place — 
and Kenya is a lovely place to 
live — are very interesting 
These are direct quotes from a 
survey by the Overseas Develop­ 
ment 
Institute 
“ We w ont be 
wanted any more. The Africans 
will w ant our jobs ” “There is no 
longer a career here. Africans 
will eventually get all Hie promo­ 
tions.” “ It will he tough on the 
family here. There will be less 
good schools, less good medical 
care, less congenial British com­ 
pany.” And. of course, they’ll be 
excluded eventually from all the 
good clubs, too. 
All those reasons — no equality 
of job opportunity, bad education, 
and simple dislike — are the very 
things that are driving Negroes 
out of our South and into our 
Northern cities in such numbers. 
But whereas these conditions are 
considered shameful 
and 
reac­ 
tionary in our South, they are 
progressive and forward-looking 
in Africa. So it goes. Not only are 
the 
black 
Kenyans 
anti-white, 
they are anti-brown. The Asians 
are the middle class, the shop­ 
keepers. the lawyers, the accoun­ 
tants, and the blacks want to get 
rid of the Asians, who have not 
made themselves popular, also. 
Of course, the blacks have had 
hundreds of years of the most 
cruel exploitation by the whites 
and the browns, so this antipathy 
is understandable, but it’s still 
deplorable. Racism is racism and 
it should not be encouraged or 
forgiven. 
This is quite apart from the 
fact that British East Africa des­ 
perately needs its trained and 
educated whites. The Times runs 
a daily tidbit from IOO years ago 
and this is from The Times, Jan­ 
uary 20. 1862 
“ It is education, 
for instance, that has turned Hie 
Scotch, once a turbulent and pov­ 
erty-stricken race, into a wealthy 


and highly civilized nation.” It 
is education that will turn black 
Africa, now “a turbulent and pov- 
erty-stricken race.” into “wealthy 
and highly civilized” nations too, 
hut. God knows, where they’ll get 
this education if they toss out the 
whites and the browns.

overseas colonists. Opponents of 
the bill, which include the Labor 
party, point out that the situation 
which the Conservatives claim to 
fear is no different from that rn 
1900 
and 
1910. 
Still 
England 
wasn’t 
flooded 
by 
immigration 
then. The bill is really a simple 
racist measure to make it diffi­ 
cult for colored people from the 
West Indies to get into England. 
The Conservatives can’t even 
pretend the bill will protect the 
British working man from unfair 
competition since there is a vast 
labor shortage here and plenty of 
jobs for all. There is a housing 
shortage — and the immigration 
aggravates that — but then the 
whole world has a housing short­ 
age. so this is no excuse for this 
illiberal measure which will nev­ 
ertheless undoubtedly 
pass 
be­ 
cause the Conservatives have the 
votes. 
“ It will be a confession of fail­ 
ure by all of us if we allow this 
bill to go through." said Hugh 
Gaitskill, the Labor leader 
on 
the floor of the House of Com­ 
mon. “ It means in effect that 
Great Britain is saying to the 
world that we cannot absorb or 
integrate 
with 
our 
community 
more than I per cent of the (col­ 
ored* population. We had better 
stop throwing stones at the South­ 
ern states.”

Vice Admiral Hyman G. Rickover will be 62 
today. This is an age at which naval regula­ 
tions specify that any officer below the rank of 
fleet admiral must retire. 
But by order of 
President Kennedy himself the father of the 
itomic submarine was informed almost a year 
ago that he would be kept on for another two 
years. 
The mutual suspicion and disdain between 
Admiral Rickover and some of his superiors is 
long-standing and by no means secret. Without 
Congressional pressure he would have had to 
retire when passed over for promotion in 19 53 
and 19 58. 
He received the Distinguished Ser­ 
vice Medal last January, but despite the new 
Na u tilu s-b a sed 
Navy strategy, there is no indica­ 
tion that the service has taken Rickover to its 
bosom. Nor is there any sign that the admiral 
himself has mellowed. 
Witness these remarks 
at a dinner of the American Nobel Committee a 
little over a year ago; 
“Today a nation’s strength depends more on 
the scientific and technical competence of those 
who conceive, design, and build military equip­ 
ment and who devise new strategies for their 
optimum use than on the men who operate these 
new weapons. Technical experts ought not, in 
their professional fields, be subjugated to offi­ 
cers unless they are technically competent. Our 
present system, appropriate when weapons were 
uncomplicated and change was slow, is unsuit­ 
able to an age of rapidly spiralling technological 
progress. 
Progress now depends on men of 
superior intellect.” 
Eminently sensible, it would seem, but hard­ 
ly calculated to butter up the Old Salts in the 
Pentagon.

It Comes Closer 


One speaks of war lightly these days. There is no 
war; yet there is a war. In fact, there are many wars, 
happening all over the Earth, in many forms — the 
war in the Congo over Katanga, the war in Algeria 
which know’S 
no end. the prospective war between the 
Netherlands and Indonesia, all the trouble in Vietnam, 
the revolution in La« !, the movemt'nt of Red China into 
India, the movement of Castro over Latin .America, 
the stalemated war between Israel and Egypt, and the 
uprising of Arab peoples against Nasser. 
It is an endless war, and I ha\'e left out much ^ a t 
happened last week or last month, India moving into 
Goa. for example. Or the prospective battles between 
Red China and Soviet Russia. 
These wars, if added up. represent a long chapter 
to the wars and revolutions which started in about 
19 12 and have been cc» tinuous fw half a century. Each 
generation speaks of those it witnesses and seems to 
forget the prolonged tale of carnage the end of which 
is not yet in sight. 


That spying episode In southern Italy brought 
the war closer to home. The American contingents 
fltationed at Taranto, a place unknown to most 
Americans, were engaged In quiet activities, hardly 
known to the outside world or even to the Italians. 
They lived quietly and labored noiselessly. 
Now 
they are known to all the world because a Bulgarian 
MIG crashed among them. 
The MIG was spying 
on the Americans working with Italians under the 
authority of NATO. 


This brings the war close to home and causes 
Americans to realize that there is a war, that their 
tons are engaged in war, that warlike enterprises am 
close at hand and that there is no use attempting to 
dodge the issue. 
There undoubtedly were American 
parents last Saturday and Sunday who sat listening to 
the radio and television and watching the newspapers 
to hear the names of a son or a daughter, or, for that 
matter, a grandchild who might have been killed in 
the Bulgarian incident. This is a normal consequence 
of war and tragic as it is, it must be expected. 
One does not think that, if anything, it must only 
be a Bulgarian who can be maimed and killed. 
One 
>nly knows that what we thought was all ended in 1945 
la right here now and that there is no end to this 
business of war, no end at all. 
This, in effect, is the heritage of Stalin, the per­ 
manent war. 
He left a world 
war and he aimed 
to keep it at war and no mattei what we do in these 
years the stench of war remains with us and there is 
00 end in sight. Those who are so sure that a way 
9ut will be found miss the point that we are right 
Ihere now. 
The war is upon us now and it is play- 
icting to believe that we can squirm out of it without 
lamage. 


WASHINGTON - The last thing 
the Kennedy Administration would 
really wish to do is to encour­ 
age inflation and a drop in the 
purchasing power of the dollar. 
The Administration nevertheless 
is, in effect, telling labor unions 
that they can demand the bene­ 
fits of the savings made by ma­ 
chinery not only in their own in­ 
dustry but in other industries as 
well. 
To note this surprising trend 
takes a careful reading of the 
“fine print” in the report of the 
Presi<knt’s Council of Economic 
Advisers, to which Mr. Kennedy 
gave his blessing when he com­ 
mended it in a message to Con­ 
gress this week. Basically, there 
is in it the mistaken belief that 
the economy can be managed by 
an application of doctrines and 
theories at variance with actual 
experience. Discussing collective 
bargaining and the setting of 
prices, the report says; 
“The guideposts suggested here 
as aids to public understanding 
are not concerned primarily with 
the relation of employers and em­ 
ployes to each other, but 'rather 
with their joint relation to the rest 
of the economy. . . . 
“Productivity is a guide rather 
than a rule for appraising wage 
and price behavior for several 
reasons.” 
Unfortunately, 
the 
difference 
between a “guide” and a “rule” 
vanishes when 
dogmatic 
state-’ 
ments about wage and price be­ 
havior are given the implied, if 
not 
explicit, 
approval 
ot 
the 
White House. For. disregarding 
almost 
immediately 
their 
own 
broad approach, the economic ad­ 
visers go on to state some rather 
definite principles as follows- 
“ It is desirable that labor and 
management should bargain ex­ 
plicitly about the distribution of 
the income of particular firms 
or industries. It is, however, un­ 
desirable that they should bar­ 
gain implicitly about the general 
price level. 
“Excessive 
wage 
settlenwnts 
which are paid for through price 
increases in major industries put

direct pressure on the general 
price level and produce spillover 
and imitative effects throughout 
the economy. Such settlements 
may fail to redistribute income 
within 
the 
industry 
involved: 
rather they redistribute income 
between that industry and other 
segments of the economy through 
the mechanism of inflation.” 
This appears to be a statement 
of what does happen as a conse­ 
quence of labor demands, hut the 
President’s Council of Economic 
Advisers on the very next page 
of their report negate most of 
what they have advised. They in­ 
troduce a contradictory definition 
which the labor unions will find 
stimulating. It is right down their 
alley, and reads as follows; 
“The generai guide for non- 
Inflationary wage behavior is that 
the rate of increase in wage 
rates — including fringe bene­ 
fits — in each industry be equal 
to the trend rale of over-all pro­ 
ductivity increase. General ac­ 


ceptance 
of this 
guide 
would 
maintain stability of labor cost 
per unit of output for the econ­ 
omy as a whole—though not of 
course for individual industries.” 
The New 
York 
“Herald Tri­ 
bune” in an editorial exposes the 
economic fallacy of this “general 
guide” as follows; 
“If the average annual gain in 
pr odu c t i vi t y 
per man hour 
throughout the economy were to 
be taken as 3 per cent, then a 3 
per cent annual hike in wages 
for each industry would be in or­ 
der. For 
some 
industries 
this 
would represent a rise greater 
than productivity, for others less, 
but on balance the average of 
unit labor costs would remain 
constant. 
Wh a t the council leaves 
out of its equations is the motive 
force behind the advances in pr« 
ductivity. These advances don't 
just happen by themselves. They 
have to be made to happen. And 
they are not made to happen by 
the hourly 
wage earners, who

more likely will have fought them 
tooth and nail as threats to job 
security.

“What mobilizes these forces is 
the hope of cutting unit labor 
costs, and thus either increasing 
profits directly or making the 
product more competitive by low­ 
ering its price ----- 
“ It's not the man who is becom­ 
ing more productive but the ma­ 
chine on which he works” 
Yet the President’s Council of 
Economic 
A dvi s e r s evidently 
thinks that to give to labor vir­ 
tually all the savings of the added 
productivity need not be “infla­ 
tionary” nor “disruptive of over­ 
all price stability.” But is man­ 
agement expected to receive noth­ 
ing additional in return for the 
money it has invested for labor- 
saving equipment? Evidently, it 
is to be discouraged from raising 
its prices to get an added income. 
Thus, the report reachas this con­ 
clusion; 
“But when a disagreement be­ 
tween management and labor is 
resolved by passing the bill to the 
rest of the economy, the bill is 
paid in depreciated currency to 
the ultimate advantage of no one.” 
The net of it is that in cases 
where labor gets in wages more 
than the benefits of the increased 
productivity — as it so often de­ 
mands and brings on a strike 
to achieve — it would appear to 
be all right to increase prices. 
But management, due to compeM- 
tive conditions, often finds itself 
unable to raise prices. So pre­ 
sumably it should not pass on to 
the public the added labor cost 
and must instead face a reduction 
in profits and cut or omit divi­ 
dends. That’s hardly the way to 
run a successful business. As for 
unions, it’s a green light for in­ 
creased wage demands. It will 
hardly discourage big strikes and 
especially the threatened strike 
in the steel industry this summer.

es but perfectly all right for the 
lower ones. Translated into mod­ 
em terms, that means it’s utterly 
shocking for the Cosmos Club to 
exclude Carl Rowan because of 
the color of his skin but perfectly 
all right for the blacks to throw 
all the whites out of Africa for the 
color of theirs. 
Britain has manag.îd to liqui­ 
date its empire without an Algeria 
yet. (Everyone adds that “yet.” 
The federation of Northern and 
Southern Rhodesia and Nyasaland 
may yet become a battleground.) 
Britain’s Congo — if it’s to have 
a Congo — is British East Africa. 
Tanganyiko 
is 
independent 
al­ 
ready. Uganda follows in October 
and Kenya, the most populous, a 
short time later. Kenya contains 
thousands <rf whites, 
including 
many who were born there and 
know no other home. Almost to 
a man. the British civil servants, 
whom Kenya desperately needs, 
want to get out — one more of 
the great exoduses of our times — 
and the reasons the whites want 
to leave so pleasant a place — 
and Kenya is a lovely place to 
live — are very interesting. 
These are direct quotes from a 
survey by the Overseas Develop­ 
ment 
Institute: 
“We won’t be 
wanted any more. The Africans 
will want our jobs." “There is no 
longer a career here. Africans 
will eventually get all the promo­ 
tions.” “It will be tough on the 
family here. There will be less 
good schools, less good medical 
care, less congenial British com­ 
pany.” And, of course, they’ll be 
excluded eventually from all the 
good clubs, too. 
All those reasons — no equality 
of j<rf) opportunity, bad education, 
and simple dislike — are the very 
things that are driving Negroes 
out of our S<Hith and into our 
Northern cities in such numbers. 
But whereas these conditions are 
considered shameful and reac­ 
tionary in our South, they are 
progressive and forward-looking 
in Africa. So it goes. Not only are 
the 
black 
Kenyans 
anti-white, 
they are anti-brown. The Asians 
are the middle class, the shop­ 
keepers. the lawyers, the accoun­ 
tants. and the blacks want to get 
rid of the Asians, who have not 
made themselves popular, also. 
Of course, the blacks have had 
hundreds of years of the most 
cruel exploitation by the whites 
and the browns, so this antipathy 
is understandable, but it’s still 
deplorable. Racism is racism and 
it should not be encouraged or 
forgiven. 
This is quite apart from the 
fact that British East Africa des­ 
perately needs its trained and 
educated whites. The Times runs 
a daily tidbit from 100 years ago 
and this is from The Times, Jan­ 
uary M, 1862. “It is education, 
for instance, that has turned the 
Scotch, once a turbulent and pov­ 
erty-stricken race, into 
a wealthy 


and highly civilized nation.” It 
is education that will turn black 
Africa, now “a turbulent and pov­ 
erty-stricken race.” into “w^ealthy 
and highly civilized” nations too, 
but, God knows, where they’ll get 
this education if they toss out the 
whites and the browns. 
Meanwhile, England, which has 
long prided itself on its racial 
tolerance, is racked by the de­ 
bate on the Commonwealth im­ 
migration bill, w4iich is theoretic­ 
ally designed to keep this littla 
island from being flooded by its 
overseas col(mists. Oppwients of 
the bill, which include the Lalwr 
party, point out that the situation 
which the Cwiservatives claim to 
fear is no different from that in 
19 00 
and 
19 10. 
Still 
England 
wasn’t flooded by immigration 
then. The bill is really a simpla 
racist measure to maJte it diffi­ 
cult for colored people from the 
West Indies to get into England. 
The Conservatives can’t even 
pretend the bill will protect the 
British working man from unfair 
competition since there is a vast 
labor shortage here and plenty of 
jobs for all. There is a housing 
shortage — and the immigration 
aggravates that — but then the 
whole world has a housing short­ 
age. so this is no excuse for this 
illiberal measure which wiU nev­ 
ertheless undoubtedly 
pass 
be­ 
cause the Conservatives have the 
votes. 
“It will be a confession of fail­ 
ure by all of us if we allow this 
bill to go through.” said Hugh 
Gaitskill, the Labor leader, on 
the floor of the House of Com­ 
mon. “It means in ^fect that 
Great Britain is saying to the 
world that we cannot absorb or 
integrate 
with 
our connmunity 
more than 1 per cent of the (c<^- 
ored) population. We had better 
stop throwing stones at the South­ 
ern states,”

transportation of coal by pipeline 
reached the floor of the West Vir­ 
ginia 
Legislature 
Friday 
a n d 
seem ed destined for passage 
The adm inistration-backed bill 
granting em inent domain to build­ 
ers of such lines — the m ost con­ 
troversial in recent sessions—was 
recom m ended for passage by the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. It is 
expected to come out of House Ju ­ 
diciary som etim e next week. 
Sen. Arch Riley. D-Chio, com ­ 
m ittee chairm an, said the com ­ 
m ittee substitute for three other 
m easures had 
only one m ajor 
am endm ent. This would require 
that coal lines engage in "in tra ­ 
state transportation pipeline ac­ 
tivity in this state” and act as a 
common carrier. 
There 
w as 
some 
doubt 
ex­ 
pressed as to the constitutionality 
of this provision. However, Sen. 
Paul Kaufman. D-Kanawha, said 
the constitution, in granting t h e 
Legislature the right to grant the 
right to condemn private proper­ 
ty, also gave it the "right to 
place certain conditions" on the 
holders. 
Kaufm an said the purpose of 
the change was three fold — to 
m ake it possible for West Vir­ 
ginia to collect a transportation 
privilege tax on such lines; to 
place them under the supervi­ 
sion of the Public Service Com­ 
mission and assure that the pipe­ 
line firm s m ake their facilities 
available to any potential custom ­ 
ers. 
It w as pointed out that the so­ 
called 
"big 
inch" 
lines 
which 
pass through West Virginia do not 
pay any such levy because they 
are inter - state operations. 
"It w as our (the com m ittee’s) 
intent that this line be used as 
represented." Kaufman said. "It 
'th e bill) would impose a duty 
for the operators to accept coal 
from other areas." 
The railroads, which had bitter­ 
ly opposed granting of such pow­ 
ers to builders of a line from the 
Morgantown - Fairm ont area to 
the E ast Coast, contended t h a t 
Consolidation Coal Co. would con­ 
trol the line. 
Consol officials, on the other 
hand, said they would m ake it 
available to other firm s for the 
transportation of coal in a liquid 
form — 70 per cent pulverized 
coal and 30 per cent w ater. 
Consolidation 
Vice 
President 
Melville Ireland greeted the news 
of 
the 
comm ittee 
action 
with 
glee. 
"This can truly be a great thing 
for West Virginia and for the coal 
industry." Ireland said he would 
have preferred to have the bills 
reported out of com m ittee as they 
were subm itted, but added—"We 
are indeed pleased that they did 
come out." 
Secretary George P arrish of the 
West Virginia Railroad Associa­ 
tion said he was "sorry they rec­ 
ommended the bill be passed ’’ 
"The com m ittee definitely d i d 
not have tim e in this short ses­ 
sion to give this legislation be 
considered and deliberate study it 
deserves." Opponents had sought 
delays ranging from four months 
to one year. 
The House Judiciary com m ittee 
discussed the m easure for more 
than an hour Friday morning and 
will resum e its deliberations Mon­ 
day. It is expected to send its 
version of the bill to the floor 
early in the week.

Sales Tax 
Extension 
Tops Hurdle 


Senate Defeats 
Food Amendments

CHARLESTON. W. Va. (U PI)— 
Extension of West Virginia’s 3 
per cent consum er sales tax pass­ 
ed its first legislative hurdle F ri­ 
day with defeat of an am endm ent 
in the Senate to exem pt food and 
certain school purchases.

CHARLESTON. W Va. < U P D - 
The State Employment Security 
D epartm ent reported Friday that 
joblessness declined in West Vir­ 
ginia from November to Decem­ 
ber even though the num ber of 
jobholders was also decreasing. 
The departm ent said a 2.4 per 
cent drop in the total labor force 
—the number of persons available 
for and seeking work—accounted 
for the apparent contradiction. 
A total of 64,200 persons were 
jobless out of a labor force of 
614,900, or 10.4 per cent. Unem­ 
ployment a month earlier was set 
at the 65,800 m ark. 
At mid-December, there w ere 
448,900 non-farm w o r k e r s em ­ 
ployed. a drop of 600 from No­ 
vember 
2,900 
from 
December, 
I960. 
M anufacturing, feeling the im­ 
pact of seasonal layoffs, dropped 
2.600 from its payrolls s i n c e 
November but its 120,100 total for 
December still was 2.600 higher 
than year-ago levels. 
In separate reports, the depart­ 
ment said that employment in­ 
creased during the last six m onths 
of 1961 in four labor m arket areas 
—Welch, Parkersburg, Montgom­ 
ery-Oak Hill and Bluefield.
